ducive to secure that end.” 

1 lie convention then resumed the considera- . 
tion of the report of the committee on the re- 1 
vision of the constitution and slavery. 

Mr. BLLLIITT . W hilst I am disposed to 1 
yield to tli-i rna-ter the power of emancipation, j 
the Public good demands that this right should 
not be exercised to the injury of the community, i 
of which lie is a member. It is a cardinal prin- 
ciple of the common lam*, that no man shall so , 
use his property as to injure another. This j 
I principle is peculiarly applicable to property in 
j slaves. By the action of the master, they are 
1 capable of being rendered more detrimental to 
, the community than any other description of 1 
projiertv known to the law. Hence arises the j 
necessity of a peculiar constitutional provision 
on this subject. For constitutional and legisla- 
tive action, slaves are to be viewed in a double 
aspect — as persons, and as property. Tlie mas- j 
ter should not be permitted, whilst exercising 
his rights over the slave, as property, to enable 
j him, a* a person, to become a nuisance to soci- 
j ety. From this peculiarity of slave property, 
also arises the necessity of, in some slight de- 
gree, deviating from what is clearly a correct 
general principle, that no law should he inter- 
polated into the constitution. 

This convention have, (save those of justice 
and humanity.) no restrictions to their action 
I over free negroes, except such as are imposed by 
the constitution of t lie United States. This is 
not only the constitution of the United States, 
but that of each state; and Kentucky, when she 
entered the union as a sovereign state, adopted the I 
! constitution of the United States, as the para- 
mount constitution of the Stale of Kentucky; 
and if tln-re be any provision in that instru- 
ment. which confers citizenship on the free ne- 
gro. it is binding on us. 

The only provision which lias the slightest 
bearing on the subject is contained in the fourth

privileges and immunities of citizens in the 
several states.” 

The only inquiry is, what constitutes citizen- 
ship, or, in other words, what is the true consti- 
tutional meaning of the word citizen? If the 
free negro be not a citizen, although he may be 
a subject, he is not embraced within this provis- 
ion. The term citizen, is derived from the Ro- 
man civil law. In the proconsular governments 
of the Homan commonwealth, the provincial 
subjects were governed by the arbitrary edicts 
of the governors. A Roman citizen who was 
entitled to the privileges of the city, carried 
with him, into all the provinces of tint republic, 
his peculiar privileges of the protection of the 
Roman laws. In accordance with this princi- 
ple, acitizeu of the United States, going into 
any state of this union, carries with him the 
same right of protection, under the laws of the 
state, to which its own citizens are entitled. 

In the progress of ages, after the downfall of 
the republic. Roman citizenship was gradually 
imparted to the provinces, and finally extended 
to the Barbarians, who had made lodgim-nts in 
her territories. These, in their turn, inviting in 
others of their friends and relations, gradually 
acquired the ascendant, and finally overturn- 
ed the empire. And to this abuse of citizen- 
ship is mainly attributable the destruction of the 
greatest power of ancient times. 

In th<- dark ages succeeding the fall of the 



population were under the uncontrolled and ab- 
solute sway of the Barons, who maintained an 
almost uninterrupted warfare with the Princes. 
The latter found it to their interest to rear up a 
power of the middle classes in the towns, in op- 
position to the power of the nobility. To effect 
this object, the citizens of the towns were incor- 
porated, with extensive privileges, exempting 
them from the arbitrary exaction of the Barons; 
and the term citizen, or citizenship, carried 
with it not only the right of exemption from op- 
pression, but the right of sovereignty, it: tlie 
town of which he was a member, in controlling 
its municipal regulations. From that class arose 
the British house of commons. Hence, in Eng- 
land, sovereignty has always been attached to 
the term “citizen,” as contradistinguished from 
inhabitant or subject. An alien is a subject, but 
not a citizen. 

At the time of the adoption of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, free negros were not 
citizens of anv state in the Union. A large 
poition of the population was composed of 
African slaves and Indians.

FRANKFORT. 

SATURDAY DECEMBER 15, 1849. 

The Coupokatiox Serena given on Thursday 
night last to the Delegates to the Convention, at 
the Weisiger House, was a very brilliant affair. 
The strangers in the city, not of the Conven- 
tion, were generally invited. The supper was 
bountiful, and beautifully arranged. Great cred- 
it is due to Mr. Theobald and Lady, the host and 
hostess of the Weisiger House, for their admira- 
ble arrangements for the occasion. 

Congress. — U p to Wednesday night last there 
had been no election of a speaker of the House 
of Representatives. 

From the Louisville Journal, of yesterday, we 
make the following abstract of Wednesday’s 
proceedings. 

Mr. Wilmot requested that his friends would 
not again vote for him. 

The House then proceeded to take the 

40th Ballot. — Brown 112, Duer 26, Morehead 
17, Stanley 18, McGaughey 13, Winthrop 17, 
scattering 26. 

Whole number of votes cast 226. Necessary 
for a choice 1 14. 

Mr. Stanley offered a resolution that the whig 
and democratic parties appoint each a commit- 
tee of three to confer relative to the election of a 
Speaker. He desired an organization; and re- 
ferring to the democratic party, lie believed 
there was something “rotten in Denmark.” He 
blushed for the democracy, but not for the 
whigs. 

Mr. Bavly replied. He said that the Xorth- 
ern and Southern whigs were at variance with 
President Taylor’s sentiments on the slavery 
question, and they were responsible for the pre- 
sent state of things. 

Mr. Ashman wished to know whether there 
was any truth in the rumor that a written en- 
gagement had been entered into between Brown 
and the Free Soilers. 

Mr. Bavly indignantly denied it. 

Mr. Ashmun asked if a correspondence had 
uot passed between the parties. 

Mr. Bavly replied that he was not aware of 
any, and asked if there was any ground upon 
which to base such a charge. 

Mr. Ashmun said nothing more than common 
rumor. 

Mr. Root, of Ohio' (a whig Free Soiler,) pro- 
tested agaiust the two parties arrogating to 
themselves the settlement of this question. The 
minority had as much right to be heard as the 
majority. 

Mr. Bay ly interrupted Mr. R., and stated, on 
the authority of Brown, that a correspondence 
had taken place between him (Brown) and Wil- 
mot, but notof the character intimated. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Brown here stated, among other things, 
that when he came here lie had no intention of 
running for Speaker; that his friends had press- 
ed it on to him; that he hail pointed southern 
members to his votes when he formerly occupied 
a seat in Congress. 

Mr. Burt wished to see the correspondence. 

Mr. Brown. I have it. (The members here 
crowded around Brown.) The letter from Mr. 
Wilmot merely asked me in what mailer I would, 
if elected Speaker, constitute the committees, ami 
if I would make them satisfactory to him (Wil- 
mot) and his friends (the Free Soilers.) 

Mr. Wilmot said that he had addressed the 
note to Mr. Brown; he asked nothing more than 
an organization of the committees on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the Territories, and the Judi- 
ciary, in such a manner as to give a full and fair 
expression of the will of the country. 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens asked Wilmot if he had 
reason to believe that these committees would 
be formed of majorities of those in favor of Free 
Soil. 

Mr. Wilmot. I had reason to believe that the 
majorities of these committees would lie free 
Xorthern members, and nothing more. 

Mr. Inge. What do von mean by that? 

Mr. Wilmot. Men who will not seek, in com- 
mittee, to smother the expression of the will of 
the people of the north. 

Mr. Inge. Do I understand that these North- 
ern men are committed to the Wilmot proviso? 

Mr. Wilmot. No. 

Mr. Stanley. What then? 

Mr. Wilmot. Men who are resolved that slave- 
ry shall go no further. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens asked whether his col- 
league had a copy of the letter. 

Mr. Wilmot said he had not. (Laughter.) 

Brown’s reply to Wilmot’s letter wa* then read 
and the discussion further prolonged, but it was 
entirely of a personal character. At the close 
Brawn declined being a candidate any longer, 
and the House adjourned iu confusion.
